If reliance may be placed in the pre- 
dictions of Professor C. A. Grimmer, 
published in a little pamphlet entitled 
"The Voice of the Stars, or the effects 
of the coming Perihelia," many direful 
events will transpire between the years 
18S0 and 1887. The professor bases 

. liia calculations on astrological deduc- 
tions and prefaces theui by alluding to 
the fact that the perihelia of the four 
great planets — Jupiter, Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Saturn — will bo coincident in 
1SS0. The effects of this conjunction, 
he asserts, will be momentous. From 
1880 to 1SS7 Death will hold a terri- 

* ble carnival and no portion of the 
globe will be entirely free from the 
plague; but the Pacific Coast will es- 
cape with comparative immunity. The 
coincidence of the planets mentioned 
will cause disoases, baffling the skill of 
physicians, to appear find every drop of 
water in, on and nliovG the earth will 
be more/or less poisonous. The atmos- 
phere will be foul with repugnantodo'rs 
and but few constitutions will bo able 
to resist the coining scourge. Tlio pes- 
tilence will originate in the far ensfc 
and terminate on this western coast. 
Tho years 512 and 1665 weretho worst 
plague eras on record and in 1720 no 
less than 52,000 out of 75,000 inhabi- 
tants died in Marseilles in less than 
live weeks. During these ncrioils Mars 
and Saturn, nullifies, were in perihe- 
lion, and Jupiter, u benefic, brought 
evil through association with them. 
From the year 512 to 546 it is estimat- 
ed that from 75,000,000 to 120,000,- 
000 suffered death by the plague, and 
it is a matter of history that Alexan- 
dria lost in tho former year 50,000, 
and in 5+3 some 80,000 inhabitants. 
Dreadful, however, as were those times 
they will be as nothing compared with 
the coming seven years. The intem- 
•perate and weak will join hands and 
go down to the gravo in tens of thou- 
sands and ancient races will be entirely 
blotted from the faco of the earth. 
Asia will be the first to suffer. That 
country as well as its neighboring is- 
lands will bo almost depopulated and 
Russia, which will be the first Euro- 
pean nation to come under tho baneful 
influence of the planets, will yield 
thousands of souls to the inexorable 
plague fiend. Having made these 
alarming predictions Professor Grim- 
mer goes on to stato that the impres- 
sion that the plague will not reach 
America is a fatal delusion. It will 
surely come ; and unless proper sani- 
tary precautions are taken and tho 
sewers of large cities cleansed and per- 
fected Ameaica will loso more than 
15,000,000 of inhabitants. The peri- 
helia will bring other inflictions over 
which mankiud can exact no restrain- 
ing influence. Amongst these will be 
storms and tidal wavesswamping whole 
cities; earthquakes, swallowing moun- 
tains and towns; and tornadoes sweep- 
ing out of existence hundreds of vil- 
lages. Tho mountains will tremble and 
fall; the geography of the earth will be 
changed "by volcanic action; valleys 
will appear whero mountains formerly 
stood ; tho extraordinary variation of 
the compass will cause, many ship- 
wrecks; the rainfall will be terrible ; 
forests will bo devastated by sponta- 
neous fires ; birds, beasts and fish will 
ha diseased and billions of the ktter 
will be cast on the sea-shore to fester 
in tho sun and impregnate the air with 
foul emanations. Neither fish nor ani- 
mal food should be eaten in America 
from 1882 till 18S5 for the poison con- 
tained therein will enter the human 
system and its effects will be as deadly 
as inoculation from the plague. In 
many countries vast districts will he 
deserted and on hundreds of farms no 
living thing will be seen. Tho profes- 
sor having tilled several pages of his 
pamphlet with predictions of this na- 
ture states that the plaguo cannot bo 
cured, but that copious draughts of 
warm water and a vegetarian diet will 
prevent the disease from poisoning tho 
blood in the process of digestion. Fine 
cotton or sponge dipped in spirits of 
camphor and kept in the nostrils and 
frequently changed will prevent poison- 
ing from respiration. After the. era of 
black death there will be two years of 
fire which will rago furiously in all 
parts of the world from 1885 to 18S7. 
This will eradicate the scourge and the 
earth will yield twice as much as for- 
merly, whilst the average duration of 
life will increase from 33 to GC years. 
From 1880 to 1887 wonderful celestial 
phenomena will be seen. Tremendous 
showers of meteors will fall and remain 
on the earth incandescent for hours. 
China will be depopulated or nearly so 
by the plague in 1S81 and the mortali- 
ty in East India will be next in order 
of magnitude. The Atlantic States are 
to suffer more than those of the Paci- 
fic, and South America will fare worse 
than North America. Anarchy, strife 

■ and discord, attended by fearful hor- 
rors, will reign from 1880 to 1S88, and 
unless a coalition is formed to defeat 
him, General Grant will be elected 
President in 18S0 and re-elected in 
1884. He is to have an evil birthday 
in 1887 during which year, if ho is 
wise, he will not travel by rail for 
Death will stand guard over every rail- 
road in the country. The star of Beth- 
lehem will be seen once more in 1887, 
and a total eclipse of the sun and moon 
will accompany its appoarance. Durng 
all this epoch of woe and devastation 
tho Pacific Coast will be the Paradise 
of- peace compared to the " hellish 
strife" that will be waging throughout 
tho world.

Socond Session. 



Tuesday, April 1. 
Mr. Speakor took thp Chair at 2.05 p.m. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Hon. Mr. Boavon said ho was misrepre- 
sented in the Standard as having spokon 
against the ceinotory being outside tho 
city limits. Ho was, on the contrary, in 
favor of its being beyond the limits, and 
hoped the mistake would be corrected. 

SUPPLY. 

A sum of S7-l,341.t!8 was ordered to be 
granted to Her Majesty towards defray- 
ing tho oxpenses of carrying on the Gov- 
ernment to the 30th June, 1880. # 

MESSAGE. 

Hon, Mr. Boaven, by command, laid 
on the table tho Supplementary Esti- 
mates. 

WAYS AND MEANS. 

The House then went into Committee 
with Mr. Galbraith in tho Chair, and 
granted a sum of $188,321.08 towards de- 
fraying the oxpenses of the Government 
up to 30th Juno, 1880. 

CHINESE. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, in answer to Mr 
Galbraith, Raid the question of dealing 
with tho Chinese rested with the Com- 
mittee, but that if tho House wished the 
Government were willing to take the ini- 
tiative. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved that the 
House at its rising do Bland adjourned till 
2 p. m. on Wednesday. 

Mr. Smitho said ho thought it was high 
time business was pressed forward, and 
thought the House should have night ses- 
sions. If tho Government wished to wait 
till an answer was received from Canada 
ho thought it would be well to adjourn 
tho Houso for, say, one month. 

After a short debate on this question 
the motion was carried by 12 to 11. 

MUNICIPALITY. 

The House then went into Committee 
on this Bill with Mr. Mcllmoyl in tho 
Chair. 

Amendments making taxes payable by 
the 30th September; and that only one 
person shall bo able to voto on a trades 
license, passed. 

' The Committee then rose and reported 
progress. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Vernon wished to know when the 
remaining evidence before the Committee 
on the Cofferdam would be laid boforo the 
Houbo 1 

Mr. Drummond said tho evidence, 
such ass it was, could bo attached to the 
report. The evidence referred to had 
boon taken in pencil and wanted tho sig- 
natures attached. 

Mr. Evans rose and condemned any 
such irregularities and thought tho evi- 
dence should be placed before tho House. 

Mr. Drummond said ho had not a horse 
and buggy to drive all over the country 
for witnesses. Ho liked to hear persons 
talk reason, not humbug. Oh, pshaw! 

LIEN HILL. 

The Houso then went into committee 
with Mr. Pimbury in the chair. 

Clause 7 — Providing for a lieu in caBe 
of there being a mortgage on tho land. 

Mr. Evans said tho bill and this clause 
was a regular jumble and required one 
who knew English to understand it. 

Mr. Williams strongly objected to tho 
clauso and referred to it as tho work of a 
tinker. 

Mr. Drummond said the remarks of tho 
hon. gentleman wore most uncalled for. 
Tho bill was a good one. It would pro- 
tect an honest man. He (Mr. Williams) 
had spoken of a tinker. Well, a tinker 
built up the country. Not so with the 
driver of a horse and carriage. He might 
turn a hose on a horse's legs or turn over 
something with a fork (laughter); but a 
livery stabloman was of no use to tho 
country. He was sorry for his hon. and 
Yenerahlo old friend from Cariboo, but he 
know no better (laughter). Ho had said 
that he would kill tho bill, but he 
couldn't. 

Mr. Evans moved that tho clause bo 
struck out. 

Mr. Williams said the bill would kill 
all building in the city. It was simply a 
piece of buncombe of tho hon. Mr. Drum- 
mond. 

Mr. Drummond said most of the clauses 
were copied from tho Ontario Act. 

Mr. Williams said tho bill was mixed. 

Mr. Drummond replied that such was 
not tho caso and he did not want any 
falsehoods stated (order, order). He would 
place the Ontario Act beforo his colleague 
so that ho could read it for himself. 

Mr. Wilson thought the latin phrases 
should be taken out of the bill and Eng- 
lish substituted for them. 

Mr. Drummond said almost everybody 
understood the meaning of the words. If 
not they could turn them up in tho 
dictionary. 

Mr. Evans said it was notovcry laborer 
who had a latin dictionary at his com- 
mand. Ho (Mr. E.) was not expected to 
understand a bill drawn up in a foreign 
language. 

A number of clauses regulating tho 
manner in which liens may bo recovered 
and filed and fees collected, passed with- 
out amendment, being opposed by Messrs. 
Williams, Evans and Wilson only. 

Tho bill was then reported complete 
with amendments. 

LICENSES AMENDMENT BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved, the second 
reading of this bill, which ho stated re- 
quired a licenso of $250 for every six 
months to be paid by all persons, other 
than chemists and druggists, Belling 
opium; also a license, tho amount of 
which could bo fixed in committee to be 
paid by persons, other than farmers sell- 
ing produco grown by them, engaged in 
peddling or hawking any merchandise, 
fish or gamo; also, a license to bo paid by 
keepem of restaurants who supply fer- 



mented liquors with meals and not other- 
wise. 

Tho bill was read a second time and 
committed, Mr. Gallagher in the chair. 

Mr. Wilson thought the tax on opium 
sellers was so high that tho bill would be 
disallowed at Ottawa. 

Mr. Williams said the tax would de- 
prive tho corporation of Victoria of a nice 
little revenue for tho exclusive benefit of a 
few chemists. 

Mr. Smitho thought a tax of §500 per 
annum would result in the closing of a 
majority of opium houses and thus re- 
strict the trade in that article to a 
few houses. If tho tax were made 
lighter tho difficulty would be overcome 
and it was probable from the 
fact that a much larger number of Chinese 
firms would pay, say, S250 per year a 
greater revenue would bo dorieved from 
tho smaller than from tho larger tax. 

Mr. Mara supported the clause in its 
original form. 

Mr. Evans said tho morals of the youth 
of tho cities in tho Province should be 
taken into consideration. Ho was in- 
formed that boys were in tho. habit of 
frequonting opium dens in Victoria. A 
heavy tax placed on these dens would 
have tho effect of reducing them. 

After further debate the subsection 
passed with the tax fixed at £250 for every 
G months. 

Subsoction P imposes a tax of § 

for every six months "on every person 
(other than a farmerselling produce grown 
by him) engaged in peddling or hawking 
any merchandise, fish or gamo," 

A discussion arose as to tho proper de- 
finition of tho word "farmer" inasmuch 
as Chinamen cultivating small plots of 
land and selling produce would bo exempt 
from the tax. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl moved that the words 
"in this Province" be inserted after the 
word ''him." Carried. 

Mr. Abrama objected, as Nanaimo was 
almost entirely supplied by produco from 
the other side'. The new tariff was am- 
ple protection to the farmers of tho 
Province. 

Mr. W. Brown moved that tho dis- 
tricts north and east of the Cascades be 
exempted from the tax. Carried. 

On motion of Mr. Beaven the license 
was fixed at §20 for every six months. 

Subsection Q, requiring that a licenso 
of §20 for every six months bo paid by 
overy porson engaged in, exercising or 
carrying on any trade, occupation or call- 
ing, othor than those mentioned in the 
preceding part of Schedule A of tho Li- 
censo Ordinance as amended, but not be- 
ing that of a farmer selling produco or 
stock grown or raised by him, also 
passed. 

Subsection R, requiring that a license 
of §10 for every six months be paid every 
person who keeps a restaurant and sup- 
plies fermented liquors with meals, and 
not otherwise passed, and the bill was 
then reported. 

A CHALLENGE. 

Mr. Williams rose for information, lie 
would liko to know from the Attorney- 
General whether tho Lie n Bill introduced 
by Mr. Drummond was a private or a 
public bi'l? 

Tho Attorney-General replied that it 
was a public bill. 

Mr. Williams — Because if it's a private 
bill I'd liko to know if the §00 has been 
paid on it. 

Mr. Drummond — I'll answer the ques- 
tion at the polls. That's tho best way to 
show who's in the right. 

Mr. Williams resumed his seat and tho 
House then adjourned till 2 p.m. on 
Wednesday.

nized. The restrictions lie in the refusal 
of our customs authorities to allow tho 
steamer Nellie to transport portions of 
hor cargo from Glenora to Telegraph 
Creek in successive trips, the contention 
being that the United States do not allow 
Canadian vessels similar privileges on any 
American river. These restrictions may 
give rise to vexatious regulations on the 
part of the American authorities.

Bishop Soarhors on the Comotory Bill. 

Victoria, March 31, 1879. 

Editor Daily Standard — Sir — My 
attention has beon called to a little 
article in your issue of this morn- 
ing headed "Cemetery Bill." Your 
language is very respectful, but "in 
cauda venerium." In other words, you 
are far from being courteous when as- 
serting that I have allowed myself to 
bo imposed upon by Mr. Higgins. To 
the statement that I had a conversa- 
tion with the editor of The Colonist 
about the Cemetery Bill I give an un- 
qualified denial, and you are undoubt 
odly tho innocent victim of some prac- 
tical joker who mistook the last day of 
March for the first of April. But, 
moreover, you do me an injustice) by in- 
timating that I am in want of the in- 
structions of editors to be enlightened 
on political affairs. I leave you quite 
freo to belong to that class of people 
who consider clergymen so very ignor- 
ant that the law of the land ought to 
completely disfranchise them. Never- 
theless, in spite of my ignorance, I will 
assure you that, although no journalist 
had an interview with me to bias my 
political opinions, I know Mr. Evans' 
Cemetery Bill well enough to denounce 
it as a gross violation of public trust 
and as an oppressive and tyrannical 
measure, calculated to sow the seed of 
religious strife and contention. 

The word "'public," sir, is ono of 
those masks under which politicians 
conceal their bigotry. Does an hos- 
pital cease to be public when, throw- 
ing its gates open to people of all de- 
nominations, it is in the hands of a 
religious body that scrupulously re- 
spects t he convictions of their patients? 
Does a cemetery cease to be public 
when it is divided into different parts 
to give satisfaction to all denomina- 
tions? And is it necessary for a ceme- 
tery, to lie public, that the bodies of 
Christian and heathen, Jew and Gen- 
tile,' Indian and Chinaman, Odd Fellow 
and Free Mason, should bo promiscu- 
ously thrown together? Why, then, is 
an attempt made to destroy a state of 
things that has, so far, proved satisfac- 
tory to this community at large? Give 
satisfaction to the lawful claims of 
members of secret societies: wo do not 
object. But, in the namo of common 
sense and fair play, do not give to the 
words of human language a meaning 
that is not warranted — call public what 
is public, and call unchristian, anti- 
religious and ungodly that which is un- 
christian, anti-religious and ungodly, 
viz: Mr. Evans' Cemetery Bill.
